Sr, 


I have the honour to forward herewith the detailed Australasian Statistics 
for the year 1889. 


2. Preliminary tables, embracing the leading features of these Statistics, were 
forwarded for publication on the 18th August, and appeared in the Government 
Gazette a few days afterwards. 


3. The delay which has occurred in the publication of the present return has 
arisen from the fact that one of the colonies, although repeatedly urged to furnish the 
necessary figures, failed to do so until a few days since. 


4. The tables now presented do not in any respect differ in form from those 
of the two previous years. The folding sheet at the commencement now contains a 
summary of the items for seventeen years. 


5. The difficulty in securing uniformity in the returns of the cost of State 
primary education in the various colonies was alluded to in my Report to the last issue 
of these Statistics. Much correspondence has since ensued upon the subject, as a 
result of which the figures now given have been supplied. These, which I believe 
afford a fair basis for making comparisons, show that, whether in regard to population 
or to the number of children attending school, the educational system of Victoria is 
the most expensive of any.* 


6. The copious explanatory notes at foot of many of the tables render further 
remarks at the present time unnecessary. The figures embodied in the tables will, 
however, as ou former occasions, be freely quoted and commented upon in future issues 
of the Victorian Year-Book.

Sources of 
Revenue—Customs duties, £27,131; other taxes, £17,185; other sources, £19,406. Heads of Expenditure—Interest on public debt, £8,972; Post 
Office, &c., £946; Immigration, £5,144; other expenditure, £42,648. Public Debt—Consists of £115,390 Imperial advances, bearing no interest, 
in aid of annexation, and in payment of compensation in respect of disallowed land claims ; £100,000 for payment of liabilities of former so-called 
Government; and £50,000 for public works and immigration, less £14,300 redeemed, bearing interest at 44 per cent. Jmports and Exports—Of the

* The total area alienated at the end of 1889 was 410,615 acres, and the area unalienated 4,543,345 acres. The amount realized by the 
State for sales of land to the end of 1888 was only £26,446, which, however, represents the price of but a small proportion of the acreage alienated, 
The majority of the grants issued were for lands acquired by whites and others previously to annexation, and these received their titles at the 
nominal price of One shilling.
